Fourteen  years  ago  Le  Cercle  Francais  was  organ- 
ized for  the  purpose  of  giving  those  interested  a  chance 
for  further  understanding  and  knowledge  of  France 
and  its  customs  outside  the  classroom.

The  next  event  was  the  third  annual  U.  City  Invitational  Meet 
for  the  county  teams.  Although  the  Indians  were  not  favored  to 
score  many  points,  the  U.  City  cinder  men  suprised  many  by  win- 
ning the  meet.  Probably  the  turning  point  of  the  meet  came  when 
Ray  Hazer  scored  a  first  in  the  220.  After  these  individual  efforts 
it  was  plain  to  see  the  Black  and  Gold  was  again  on  its  way  to  vic- 
tory. Bernard  Barken  again  proved  outstanding  by  breaking  rec- 
ords in  the  50  and  100-yard  dashes.  The  new  records  were  5.6 
seconds  for  the  50,  and  10.1  seconds  for  the  century. 

Between  these  meets,  the  U.  City  track  team  kept  its  record 
clean  in  dual  meets  by  defeating  Kirkwood,  St.  Louis  and  Beau- 
mont. 

As  this  Dial  goes  to  press  the  State  Outdoor  meet  is  the  only  one 
left  on  the  1940  schedule,  and  if  the  Indians  perform  as  well  as 
they  did  in  the  Invitational,  they  may  surprise  the  experts  by  being 
higher  in  the  final  scoring  than  is  expected  of  them.  Last  year  the 
Redskins  won  their  seventh  championship  in  nine  outdoor  seasons. 

The  twelfth  annual  interclass  track  and  field  meet  and  the  "all- 
around"  school  champion  events  are  still  to  be  held.
